Although claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the specification will not be read into the 
claims. Devices such as pneumatic valves, variable speed drives for a picker/winnower, large and smalt fans and tobacco return, glue 
area sensors, pneumatic valve cluthes, and pneumatic auto cleaning valves are not claimed and thus these limitations will not be read into 
the claims. Arthur dicloses a plurality of "devices" for monitoring and affecting parameters of the tipper, rod maker, or cigarettes being 
manufactured. Regarding claim 48, Arthur discloses a "console". Webster's defines "console" as: a combination of readouts or displays 
and an input device (as a keyboard or switches) by which an operator can monitor and interact with a system. Applicant is advised to 
narrow the independent claims to incorporate more detailed limitations regarding the "plurality of devices" and their functions. 
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
